Later, in April 1897, the ’’Wom­ 
an* Club” of Waco, 
feeling older 
and more 
secure of their dub life , 
ventured to issue invitations to oth 
er women*’ clubs in the 
State t 
send delegates to a general conven­ 
tion to be held in Waco on the I ’ith 
and l ith of May. 
The response wa* 
most generous and on the afternoon 
of the firet day there were delegati’* 
from eighteen womens’ club* of the 
State. 
Three other clubs had no 
delegate present, but sent greeting" 
and their application to join the Fed 
oration as charter members. 
At 2:80 p. in. on May 13, 1897 
lh# delegates came together and pro­ 
ceeded to form a permanent organ 
ization and elected Mrs. Edward Ro- 
toi, Womans Club, Waco, as th# first 
president of th# T. F. W. P. 
Briefly outlined, this wee the de­ 
velopment of the great organization 
know as the "Texas Fedeistien of 
Women's Clubs.” 
Education la Aim. 
Education in its broadest sense is 
the aim of the T. F. W. C. 
The fol­ 
lowing is a clipping which sums up 
the educational work endorsed by 
the women of the Federation: “ In 
the report of Mrs Lee Joseph, San 
I Antonio, president of state federa­ 
tion, it was pointed out how the wo­ 
men of this organization have urged 
an adequate support of schools, and 
the appointment of strong men to 
offices dealing with education. They 
sponsored the state survey of edu 
cation, *nd, the emergency 
appro­ 
priation bill, for adequate financial 
support for public schools.” 
“They 
indorsed 
the 
Sheppard- 
Towner bill, 
and the Towner-Stir* 
ling education bill, which was ulso 
endorsed by the general federation. 
They have co-operated with the state 
department of education.” 
Mu sic and art has been urged in 
the home and in the school. 
“ Fine 
A rt” programs, and “ Buy-a-Picture- 
a year” is slogan of the department 
of Fine Arts of the Federation. 
Each local 
club is requested to 
give attention to the training for 
citizenship. 
This is an especially im­ 
portant work for a club that is lo­ 
cated in a territory in which exists 
a foreign 
born 
p o t a t i o n . 
Our 
chairman of citizenship admonishes 
us to “ make our citizenship practical 
by informing ourselves, and then set 
about forming public opinion, that 
its power may be placed back of the 
good and against the bad, for the 
most potent factor in America today 
is the moulding ef public opinion by 
the trained aid well-informed club 
woman who is a citizen.”

This stay, (,r 
may not, be too much to pay for a 
chicken, but it is more than most 
people are willing 
to 
pay 
for a 
“ chicken” 
with just feathers on it. 
What we desire to hold up as a pos­ 
sible goal, and as a practical under­ 
taking, is a farm flock of standard 
bred poultry, producing wholesome 
meat and an abundance of eggs for 
tho family, the marketing of the ex­ 
cess poultry and eggs bringing in 
sufficient revenue to take care of 
expenses and leave, besides, a rea­ 
sonable profit 
on the investment. 
That 
such a thing is possible, we 
merely have to point to the record 
made this year by Mrs. R. Franze of 
the Kurten community, whose flock 
averaging 54 hens netted more than 
$400 this year. 
Other flocks in the 
county may have done equally as 
wed, but Mrs. Franze keeps record 
of her flock and can tell the exact 
number of eggs produced 
any day 
during the past three years, and 
who, this year, has been co-operat­ 
ing with the Extension Service in

Harry R. O’Brien tells, 
in 
the 
Country Gentleman, December 
15, 
some really interesting and instruc­ 
tive stories about successful poul­ 
try raising among farm people, one 
of the most interesting of which is 
the work done by Mrs. R. VV. Gassa­ 
way, of Mitchell, Indiana. The con­ 
dition of her poultry industry, as it 
was 
some 
years 
ago, 
is 
sum­ 
med up in the following words by 
Mr. O’Brien: ‘‘Her poultry has al­ 
ways made her a profit. 
But 
for 
long years her hens were never fed 
right and never laid eggs in winter 
to amount to anything. 
They were 
so vermin infested she could hardly 
go into the houses. 
She didn’t un­ 
derstanding culling and always sold 
off what she now knows were her 
best layers.” A trip to a short course 
in 1917 led Mrs. Casaway to see the 
light of day. 
She learned that by 
co-operating 
with 
the 
Extension 
Service of her college or university 
she could take advantage 
of 
the 
services offered by the poultry spec­ 
ialists and profit by the information 
gained by many 
years in research 
work. From a total gross income av­ 
eraging $336.10 a year, 
to a net 
profit of $1,010.01 on 456 hens is 
indicative of what co-operation and 
the use of better methods have done 
for this Indiana farm woman. The 
plan will work any where.

In a letter to County Agent Ben 
son, P. R. Nisbett, banker-farmer of 
Beckville, Panola county, le x is , es­ 
timates that the increase in cotton 
acreage in that county next year will 
be fifteen per cent, or thirty-three 
and one-third per cent above normal 
acreage. 
He places the increase in 
the entire state at twenty-five per 
cent. 
Mr, Nisbett is very apprehen­ 
sive that the farmers of his county 
will make the serious 
mistake of 
planting half and half, which on a 
glutted market, will be poor sale. Ile 
gives the following as his experience 
with Lone Star this year: “ Twenty- 
six acres of Lone Star on my place 
this year made more cotton than 30 
acres of half and half, and the lat­ 
er was much better cultivated. 
In 
1922 the Arkansas State Agricultu­ 
ral Department tested out one acre 
each of about six different kinds of 
the 
most 
advertised 
cotton 
and 
found that Lone Sar made $26.69 
more money per acre than either of 
the other kinds tested. 
So it looks 
like the I one Star might be the best 
for us.” 
Where cotton is sold on 
grade and staple, as it is in Beck­ 
ville, it would seem poor policy to 
continue 
to 
plant hulf and half 
which always lowers the margin of 
the market having to take care of 
such cotton. 
Of course, when far­ 
mers continue to sell half and hulf, 
as a number yet do even in Brazos 
county, they think they are putting 
something by the cotton buyer, but 
not so, 
They are only helping to de­ 
stroy a good cotton market, and they 
are 
making it necessary 
for th*- 
trade to penalize 
the farm er who 
would grow a better variety. 
John 
D. Rogers of the Allen Farm, who 
specializes in the Acalu cotton, and 
Sam E. < avitt, who has found tho 
Truitt cotton well adapted to his sec­ 
tion, can furnish ample proof that 
the growing of cotton with a better 
staple is the most profitable, their 
crops commanding a premium in all 
the markets. Panola county enjoys 
the distinction of having produced
